the owners and presented to the Brit- 


ish Museum.

anese art from the tenth or eleventh 


century to the hineteenth, besides a 


small number of.works ‘by early Chin- 
ete masters.

sub-department of Oriental prints and 
drawings after the necessary arrange 
ments have been rac» for its accom.

crowd gathered in froat of his hotel 
and hooted him for hai¥ an hour. 

One of the members of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, M. Pugliesi-Conti, 
bas announced his intention of propors- 
ing an amendment to the scheme for 
raising the French military credit by 
imposing an income tax. 

M. Pugliesi:Conti’s suggestior is that 
every foreigner earning money in 
France should pay an annual tax. of 
This tax, should it be imposed, 

would press very heawily on Belgian, 
Italian, Spanish and German workmen 
in the frontier discricts.

that exist between the sample 
market and the system of mixing by 
elevator companies, which is permit- 
ted by the laws of Minnesota was em- 
phasized. 


Tables were chown giving the num- 


per of bushels of wheat «2 various 
grades received at the Minneapolis 
elevators and the number of bushels of 
the same grade which was shipped 
out of the same élévators. The tab- 
les showed the figures for a two-year 
period, beginning Septembe: 1, 1910, 
and ending August 31, 1912. 

The fact that the Minneapolis eleva- 
tors received 15,571,515 bushels of No. 
1 Northern wheat during those: two 
years and shipped out in the same 
period 19,978,777 and had on hand 
114,353 bushels, making a total of 20,- 
093,130 bushels, was brought out. As a 
result of the privilege of mixing the 
elevators had. gainec 4,521,555 bushels 
@& No. 1 Northern wheat from the low- 
er grades of wheat purchased from the 
-farmers. : 

The table of figures relating.to the 
receipt and shipment of the various 
grades tell the whole story of the re- 
sults of the mixing privilege. The 
same cordition is found when the 
figures on No. 2 Northern are present- 
ed, even though the grain in this grade 
is not so large. During the two year 
period the Minneapolis elevators re- 
ceived 20,414,584 bushels oi No. 2. On 
August 31, 1912, they had shipped out 
22,242,410 bushels and still had on 
hand 51,648 bushels, making a total of 
22,294,094 bushels, or a gain of 1,880,- 
510 bushels. 

When the tables on No. 8, No. 4, 
“rejected” and “no grade” wheat were 
explained it was easily shown where 
the grain in No. 1 and No, 2 came 
from, In the last four instances 
there was a loss in the elevators. 
There were 9,777.031 bushels of No. 
3 received during the two years. The 
shipments amounted to 7,664,232 and 
on August 31, 1912 the elevators had 
on hand 140,624 bushels. The total 
of No: 3 wheat, either shipped or on 
hand, was 7,804,856 bushels. There 
was a loss in No. 3 grade of 1,972,- 
175 bushels. 

In No. 4 grade the elevators re- 
ceived 2,812,653 buske:; and shipped 
out 624,433 bushels. The loss in this 
grade, was 2,188,220 bushels. 

The “rejected” wheat tables show- 
ed the same condition. In this case 


there were 1,175,513 bushels received | 


and 621,773 bushels shipped out, mak- 
ing a loss of 553,740 bushels. 

But it was in the “no grade” class 
where the largest loss appeared. Here 
4,695,565 bushels were received. At 
the end of the two yeer period 1,000,945 
bushels had been shipped and there 
was on hancG 249,393 bushels, making a 
total of shipped and on hand of 1,250,- 
338 bushels and leaving 3,445,227 bush- 
els entirely unaccountci for. 

Cases of individually owned eleva 
tors were also cited to tho senate com- 
mittee. One of these had received 
215,142 bushels of No. 4 wheat and at 
the end of the two year period had not 
shipped out one bushel of this grade 
and did not have on» bushel on hand. 
In other words, every bushel of this 
grade, the grade for which the farm- 
er was paid, was mixed and came out 
inthe No. land No. 2 Nozthern 
grades, the grade for which the ele- 
vator owner »pold it. 

The elevstor : en who have testt- 
fied before the senate committee and 
the house commi‘tee have argued that 
the grain which they make by being 
allowed to :alx is largely offset in the 
cost of the mixing process. This 
fact is vigorously disputed by James 
A. Manahar, counsel for the house 
committee, recently elected congress- 
man-at-large for the state of Minne- 
gota. Mr. Manahan’s contention ts 
that the farmer is the loser by many 
millions every year under the present 
system. 

“When the elevator companies buy 
tho wheat they give the farmers the 
prices prevailing that day for No. 2, 
3 “rejected” cr “no grado’ said Mr. 
Manahan at one of the sessions. “On 
that same day, these sa-.3 elevator 
companies sell a future on No. 1 and 
2 for practically that samo amount. 


Their experience has taught them that’ 
they can mix the lower grades 80 as}. 


to fill the future order with No. 1 and 
2. On that very day they make a 
profit ranging from the price they paid 
for the lower grades and the price for 
which they sell the future on No, 1 
and No. 2. In my opinion this nets 
them a profit amounting to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. True it is 
that there is some expense in the mix- 
ing process but even so I believe that 
the elevator man is making an euxor- 
mous profit, a profit way out of pro- 
portion.” 

F. W. Eva, chief of the grain inspec- 
tion department, when asked regarding 
the relation of the system of mixing 
with the sample market, said: “A sam- 
ple market would be of no value with- 
out the privilege of mixing. The two 
go hand in hand. ! believe that the 
elevetor men, having the privilege of 
mixing, ta pay a premium for the 
upper level of the grade.” 

In another statement. made before 
the committee Mr. Manahan sald there 
was no doubt that the elevator com- 
panies are gettin. much of the profit 
that should be going to the farmer.
